The Cascade mountain range forms a bony 
spine along the western edge of the United 
States and although most people are 
fondly familiar with the names, including 
Mt. St. Helens, Mt. Hood, Mt. Rainier and 
Crater Lake, most hikers and vacationers 
tend to forget that these mountains are 
actually volcanos and that any of them 
could erupt at any time! 


On March 27, 1980, after a week of local 

earthquakes, Mt. St. Helens began to erupt 
steam and ash. Mt. St. Helens, the 9,677 ft. 
volcano in southwestern Washington State, 


and the youngest in the Cascade range had 


come alive again. Join Dr. James G. Moore 
at a slide/lecture presentation where he 
will describe the steam blast eruptions, the 
growth of the summit crater, the character 
and extent of ash deposition, and the 
nature of earthquake-triggered snow 
avalanches. In addition to the new 800 foot 
deep crater, the summit of the mountain is 
deformed. The methods used to monitor 
this deformation will also be discussed. 


Dr. Moore is a research geologist with the 
United States Geological Survey. Besides 
conducting studies of 15 on-going volcanic 
eruptions in Hawaii, the Philippines, Japan, 
Italy and Iceland, he has also participated 
in 10 oceanographic cruises examining 
young submarine volcanic products. _

Animals, Field Botany, Microscopes and 
Microscopics, and for the 12 through 18 
there is a class in Aquatic Organisms. 


Pepperwood Star Trek, a weekend family 
field course (minimum age 6) in stargazing 
and natural history will be held at the 
California Academy of Sciences’ nature 
preserve in the mountains of Sonoma 
County, and Practical Observational 
Astronomy (a family course) will be open to 
all Junior Academy members and parents. 


Two field study trips for ages 13-18 
highlight the summer program. 

Natural History of the Sierra Nevada, takes 
you to Camp Leonard in the Sierras near 
Lake Tahoe for a 7 day course in mountain 
ecology from August 10-16. 


The second field study is Vertebrate 
Natural History — an intensive study of the 
birds, mammals, reptiles and amphibians 
of the northern Coast Range of California. 
The course will include 10 one-hour 
sessions in the classroom and a 2-day, 
1-night field trip to Pepperwood Ranch.
